Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a packaging material having a microperforations, but fails to disclose a 
packaging which provides optimum atmospheric conditions having microperforations placed in a 
registered target area which is a finite region on the polymeric material, and having 
microperforations which provide a total oxygen flux ranging from 150 cc/day-atm to 5,000,000 
cc/day-atm and atmospheric conditions containing less than about 20.9% oxygen and greater 
than about 0.03% carbon dioxide. The Examiner stated in the Advisory Action of August 27, 
2004 that the claimed invention was not patentable, but at that time the Examiner had not 
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considered the arguments of the After - Final Amendment submitted by Applicant on August 27, 
2004, because the After - Final Amendment and Advisory Action had crossed in the mail. Based 
primarily on the arguments, the Examiner reconsidered the position that the claimed invention 
was not patentable.
